A cautious push by Allied forces 
in northern Tunisia on a Nazi-held 
height known as Djebel Ben Marche 
enlivened the Tunisian front over

The Axis force turned the full 
power of their machine guns and 
m ortar batteries on the infiltrating 
Allied troops as they moved slow­

rOT to be outdone by the British with their pub­ 


licized Beveridge plan, the Roosevelt adminisls- 
tration has produced its version of complete social 
security in the United States. This proposal comes 
from 
the national 
resources planning 
board, 
the 
object of sufficiently critical attention by certain 
congressm en to have been deprived of its appro­ 
priation by the bouse appropriations committee. 
This fact is important a s a clue to the congres­ 
sional atm osphere In 
which the planning b o a rd s 
proposal has been Introduced. It is not, in short, one 
of the things congressm en have been waiting breath­ 
lessly to welcome. It is not th at they d isag re e with 
its purpose, which generally speaking Is to create 
the term s of a fool-proof existence for all of us— 
an ancient and honorable congressional aim — but 
that they are preoccupied at the m om ent with more 
pressin g problems, such as how to collect income 
taxes from the approxim ately 30,000,000 citizens now 
needed to support the governm ent's w artim e spend­ 
ing rate. 
Th ere is an unavoidable sense of unreality about 
social planning for the future in the middle of the 
w ar em ergency. P erh aps it builds m orale for the 
escapists, but most Am ericans are trying to live 
close to reality right now; 
they ended their ex­ 
perim ent with escapist thinking abruptly on Dec. 7, 
1941. They w ant the future to be bright and full of 
pie in the sky, but the present is what really m atters. 
It is 
interesting to know— and 
encouraging 
to 
know— that the social planners are busy with blue­ 
prints for the future. But what counts is the fact 
th at the people of action are translatin g the blue­ 
prints for the present into w eapons and all kinds of 
vital w ar production. After all, there won’t be any 
social security to worry about one way or the other 
if the war iBn’t won— and won in a way that pre­ 
se rv es the ability of human beings to produce the 
m eans of sustan lng life, which is the only social 
security there is, in the final analysis. 
Meanwhile, it will be pleasan t to look forward to 
the tim e when it will be possible to argu e a t length 
and in safety about w hether federal paternalism is 
the an sw er to m ankind’s perennial pursuit of se­ 
curity. 


The Morgans 
I F their critics had prevailed, the M organa—grand* 


father, son and grandson— never could have en­ 
joyed the statu s of financial giants. Ju n iu s Spencer 
Morgan would have been barred from the interna­ 
tional manipulation of capital that helped finance 
the United S ta te s before and during the Civil war. 
H is son, the first Joh n Pierpont Morgan, would have 
played no part In financing the reconstruction after 
the war. His grandson, the second Joh n ‘ Pierpont, 
who died at the end of last week, would have been 
an unknown figure, instead of an international sy m ­ 
bol of big finance. 
But, fortunately, the critics, while they served a 
purpose, did not succeed in their avow ed aim. They 
knew what they were doing and so did the Morgans, 
and both contributed materially to the development 
of the United States. 
Of the two, the M organs m ade the g reater con­ 
tribution, because they were useful not only to the 
people who railed ag ain st them but to the popula­ 
tion at large. Som eone had to do the Job they per­ 
formed, and A m ericana eau bo grateful that their 
hands were capable. F o r reason s which som etim es 
become unpleasantly understandable, It is the fate I 
of men who perform essential Jobs capably to be 
m arked 
for 
destruction 
by 
critics—a 
peculiarity \ 
that has not been eliminated by the death of one ot 
their favorite targets.
